The President’s Answer to the Mis- 
souri Kansas Delegation. 

Executive Mansion, Washikgt h, ) 
October 5, 1803. J 
Hon. Charles D. Drake and others , Committee; 

Gentlemen: Your original address, pre- 
sented on the 30 ,b ultimo, and the four tup 
pleuaentary ones presented on the 3d instant, 
have beeu carcfuHy considered. I hope you 
will regard the other duties claiming my'at- 
tention, together with the great length and 
importance of these documents, as constitut- 
ing a sufficient apology for my not having re- 
sponded sooner. 

These papers, framed for a common object, 
coritist of the things demanded, and the 
reason* for detninding ’hem. 

The things d man .led are: 

First — iDtt Gen. Schofield shall bs relieved, 
and Gen. Butler be appointed as commauder 
of th : military department of Missouri. 

Second — Tbat the system of enrolled militia 
in Missouri m ty be broken up, aud national 
forces be substituted for It; aud 
Third — That at elections, persons may not 
be allowed to vote wno are not allowed by 
law to do so. 

Among thc reasons given, enough cf 
suffering ur.d wrong to Union men, i* certainly, 
and I suppose, truiy 6 tated. Yet the whole 
case, ts presented, t.iih to convince mo that 
Gen. Schofield or ti^e enrolled militia, is re- 
sponsible fcr that suffering and wrong. The 
whole can be explained on a more charitable, 
and, as I ihirk, more rational hypothesis. 

We are in civil war. Ia such cases there 
always is a main question; but in this case 
that question is a peip’.exiiyt compound — 
Union aud slavery. It thu* becomes a ques- 
tion not of two sides merely, but ot at l.a-t 
four sides, even among those who are for tbe 
Union, saying nothing of these who are 
agaicst it. Thu% those wt o are for the Union 
with, but not withoiU, slavery — those tor it 
without, but not with — those tor it w'th or 
without, but pre!er it uilh — and those for it 
with or without, but prefer it mthout. 

Among these again, is a subdivision of ttore 
who are for gradual, but not for immediate, and 
those who are for immediate, but not ior grad- 
ual , extinction of slavery. 

It is easy to conceive tbat all these shades of 
opinion, and even more, may be sincerely en- 
tertained by honest and truthful m:n. Yet, 
a!i being for the Union, by reason of these dif- 
ferences each will prefer a different way of 
sustaining tbe Union. At cnce Binceri.y is 
questioned, and motives are assailed. Actual 
war coming, blood growo hot, and blood is 
spilled. 

Thought is forced from old channels into 
confusion. Deception breeds and thrives. 
Confidence dies, and universal suspicion 
reigns. E*ch man foils an impulse to kill 
his neighbor, lest he be killed by him. Re- 
venge and retaliation follow. And ail this, as 
before said, may be among honest men only. 
But this is not all. Every foul bird comes 
abroad, and every dirty reptile rises up. 
These add crime to confasion. Strong meas- 
ures, deemed indispensable, but huish at best, 
such mtn make worae by mal-admii.istratLan 
Murders lor old grudges, and murders for 
pelf, proceed under any cloak that will best 
cover for the occasion. 

These caus-.s amply account for what brs 
occurred in Missouri, without ascribing it to 
Lhe weakness or wickedness of any General. 
The newspaper flies— those chroniclers of cur- 
rent events — #ill show that the events now 
complained of were quite as prevalent under 
Fremont, Hunter, Ila’leck, aud Curtis, as 
under Schofield. If the former had greater 
force opposed to them, they also had greater 
force with which to meet it. When the organ- 
ized rebel army left the Slate, the maia Fed- 
eral force Lad to go also, leaving the depart- 
ment commander at hem?, relatively no 
strODgtr than before. Without disparaging 
any, I affirm, with confidence, that 110 com- 
maudiT of that department has, in proportion 
t> his means, done better than General Scho- 
field. 

Thc first specific chsrge against Gen. Scho- 
field is, that the enrolled militia was 
placed under his command, wheroi3 it had 
not b^eu p’aced wider the command of Geu. 
Corti*. 'l he fac’, 1 believe, is true; but you 
do not point out, nor can I conceive, how that 
did or could injure loyal men or the Union 
cause. 

You charge that upon Gen. Curtis being 
superseded by Gen. Schofield, Franklin A. 
Dick was superseded by James O. Broidhead, 
as Provost Marshal General. No very specific 
showing is made as to how tbb did or ccuid 
iDjure the Unton cause. It recalls, however, 
the condition Of things, as presented to me, 
which led to a change of commander fcr that 
department. 

To restrain contraband intelligence and 
trade, a system ot searches, seizures, permits 
aud passes had been introduced, I thick by 
Gen. Fremont. When Geu. Haileck cainc he 
found and continued this system, und added 
au order, applkable to some parts of the Suite, 
to levy and collect contributions from noted 
rebels, to compensate losses and relieve desti- 
tution caused by tbe rebellion. The action of 
Gen. Fremout and Geo. Haileck, us stated, 
constituted a sort of system, which Gen. Curtis 
tound iu full operation when he took commmd 
of the Department. That thc re was a necessity 
for something of the tort wj 6 clear, but that it 
could only be justified by stern necessity, 
and that it was liable to great abuse in ad- 
ministration, was equally elair. Ag.nts to 
execute it, contrary to the great prayer, 
were led into temptation. Some migni, 
whi e others would nut, resist that lecuptaiior . 
It was xot possible U hold any to a very 
strict accountability , aad those yielding to 
the temptation wouid teli permits und passes 
to those who would pay most and most read- 
ily for them, and wuuid seize property aud 
collect levies in the aplest way to liU their 
own pockets. Money being tne objec*, the 
man nuv.ng money, whether loyal or disloyal, 
would be a victim. This practice doubtless 
existed to some extent, and it was a real ad- 
ditional ev:l, that ic could be, ana was plaus- 
ibly charged to exist in greaxr cx.eut Uiaa it 
did. 

When General Curtis tock command ot tbe 
Department, Mr. D:ck, e.gaiast whom I never 



knew anything to allege, had general charge 
of thi* system. A controversy in regard to 
it rapld’y grew into almost unmanageable 
pre portions. Oae side ignored the necessity \ 
aud magnified the evils of the system; while 
the other ignored the evils aud magnified the 
necessity; and each bitterly assailed the mo- 
tives of the other. I could not fail to sec that 
the controversy enlarged in the same propor- 
tion as the protrssed Union men there dis- 
tinctly took sides in two opposing political 
pirths. I exhausted my wits, and very near- 
ly my patience, also, in efforts-ita convince 
br-th that the evils they cbargffl? on each 
other were Inherent in the ca*e, atuf eould not 
be cured by g*viug either party a victory over 
the other. 

Plainly the irritating system was rot to be 
perpttual, and it W 13 plausibly urged that it 
could be modified at once with advantage. The 
case could scarcely be worse, and whether it 
could be made better could only bs deter- 
mined by a trial. In this view, and not to biu 
or brand Gen. Curtis, or to give a victory io 
ony party, I made the change of commander 
for the department, I now learn that socn

both paritej. Neither aay thing you have pre- 
t-enttd me, ncr anything I have otherwice 
1 arced, baa convinced me that he has been 
unfaithful to this charge. 

Imnecillty is urged as one cause for remov- 
ing Gen. Sccofield, and the late m& 33 acre ao 
Lawrence, Kansas, h pressed astvlLncc of 
that imbecility. To iny mind, that fact 
sca'cely tend* to prove the proposition. That 
mcaoacre is only an example of what Grierson, 
J.riin Morgan, and many others, might have 
repeatedly doae ou their respective raids had 
they chose to incur the personal hazard, aau 
pofsessed the fiendish hearts to do it. 

The charge is made that Gen. Schofield, on 
purpose to protect the Lawrence maraudes, 
would not allow them to be purrued into Mis- 
souri.

Thc charges tbat Gcu. Schofield has pur 
posely withheld protection from loyal people, 
and purposely facilitated the object* of the 
disloyal, are altogether beyond my power of 
beliefl I do not arraign the ver icily of gen- 
tlemen as to tbo facts complained of, but I do 
mote than question the judgment which 
would infer that these facts occurred in ac- 
cordance with the purposes of Gen. Schofield. 

With my present views, I must decline to 1 
remove Gcu. Schofield. Ia this I decide 1 
nothing against Gen. Butler. I sincerely wish ■ 
it were convenient to assign him a suitable 1 
command. 

In order to meet some existing evils, I have 
addressed a letter of instruction to Gcu. Soho- 1 
field, a copy of which I inclose to you. As to 
the “Enrolled Militia,” I thal! endeavor to as- 
certain, better than I novr know, what is its 
exact value. Let me say now, however, that

broken no, and General Heron k-pt from 
Grant, to p-olice Missouri? So for irom find- 
leg cacse to object, I confess to a Fyiupithy 
it.r whatever nlleves our Kimcral force iu 1 
Missouri, and a’low 3 it to serve elsewhere. 1 
I, therefore, as at present advised, cannot 1 
attempt the destruction of the enrolled mill- 1 
tia of Missouri. I may add, that thc force

I concur in the propriety of your request in 1 
regard to elections, and have, as you see, di- i 
recced Gen. Schofield accordingly.

The radicals and conservatives each 1 
agree with me iu some things, and disagree in 1 
I could wish both to agree In all 1 
ibinga*, for thuu they would agree with each 1 
other, aud wouid be too strong for any foe 
from any quarter. They, however, chooee to 
do otherwise, and 1 do not question their 1 
right. L, too, &ball do what seems to be my ' 
duty. I hold whoever commands iu Missouri 1 
or elsewhere responsible to me, and not to 1 
either Radicals or Conservatives. It is my < 
duty to hear all; but, at least, I must, within 1 
my sphere, judge what to do and what to for-

Franklin entered Opelou'a? at noon yester- 
day. The enemy made a stand about flve 
m las in front of the town, with infantry, cav 
airy and artillery, yesterday fiiorninR, but 
Were quickly drivci from the field. This 
result nas followed every attempt the ene nyU 
has made at a stard duriug the present 
piign on the Tecbe. T| 

At Vermillion bayou where th°y hajLgfc 
strenc position, an ugly enpagement naigm* 
have been exp ef.ed v but the threats on their 
rtar by Gen. Davis’ coltimt compelled the 
rebel General to divide his foyce, and so 
weaken his force on the bayou that it was 
early fumed by our cavalry »nd forced to foil 
bark from its strong position. Our troop* 
are reported w - 11 supplied, and in fine health 
ar-d ppirftj T*:e advance c>mp is now b yord 
Opelon«as There is mneh speculation in 
camp as to whether the line of march is lo be 
North or West, hut nothieg U known. 

Another expedition, composed of veteran 
troops. 13 being fit ed out, and will doub’less 
sail within the next six hours. Brownsville 
is rypposei to bo the. point aimed at. 

The enlistment of colored soldiers is rap- 
idly progressing. The two whits regiments 
aa* sl*o rapidlj' filling up. 

So much of the Mississippi as is in this de- 
nartment is now entirely free from guerrilla 
bands, and traffic along its branches is now as 
nn!nte r rupted in this respect as before the 
war. Business 53 steadily increasing. The 
receipts of cotton for the week up to tbi? 
even’ n g are 6,073 bales. 

A sale of new cotton for middling fair 
brought 74>£c 

Several small expeditions have recently 
b-^en sent across Lake Pontcbartratn into Mis 
sissippl, which destroyed several rebel tan- 
neries, salt works and other property. They 
met several parties of rebel soldiers, and in 
the skirmishes wh ch ensued the Union troops 
wete victorious. 

The Gulf blockading rqmdron has made 
several cap'ures recently. 

Blockade running in this part of the coast 
is rainirg all those engaged. 

New Orleans, October 25—7 a. m. 

Advices from tfee Thirteenth army eorpe 
on to last evening state that the corps was at 
Vcrmillionville. The Nineteenth army corps 
had a reconnoiseance in force to Opelonsas 
without much resistance, and the larger part 
of the corps was still at Opelousas. 

The enemy is reported to be rapidly re- 
peating towards Alexandria. 

Major General O-d has returned to this 
city, and General Washburnc is in command 
oi the Thirteenth army corps. 

Cairo, October 31. 

The steamer Liberty, from Memphis, and 
the Crescent City, from White river, have 
arived, bringing 1,980 bales of cotton. Oa the 
way up the Crescent City was fired into by 
guerrillas. No one was injured. 

The Memphis Bulletin of the 29th says: The 
steamef Cheek was fired into with shell by 
guerrillas at Clark’s Bar. The exploding 
shells set fire to the boat, but it was extin- 
guished. 

The guerrilla Newcome, with one hundred 
and fifty men, is again conscripting in Fayette 
county, Term. 

Chas K. Emmitt, commander of the Missis- 
sippi marine brigade, died suddenly on the 
29ih at Banker, Hill 111. 

New York, October 31. 

A letter from Ge *. Banks’ headquarters, 
Vi’rmillionvine, of the 39ih says: 

Yesterday Franklin’s advince cavalry cap- 
tured Geu. P.-att and his nephew between 
Carrion Crow bayou and Opelousas. Pratt 
was born in Hartford, Conn. Up to May last 
he commanded a brigade of Louisiana volun- 
teers. 

Gan Dick Taylor was at Opelousas with tea 
thousand troops, mostly cav ilry. Smith 13 at 
Shreveport with some number of men. 

The correspondent says iu conclusion, 
“When next I write I expect to give you an 
account of a hard-fought battle.” 

New York, Oct. 31,

RIVER MATTERS. 

Boats Leaving To Day.— S avannah, for St. 
Louis, at 10 a. m.; Major Anderson, for Cincinnati, 
at 12 x. 

The river at thi 3 point continues to rise, with 
three feet one inch water in the canal last evening 
by tte pier mark. During the previous twenty- 
four hours the river at tha head of the falls had 
swollen two inches, which is eqaal to half- a foot 
at Portland. The weather was clear aad pleasant. 

We have information, which we deem reliable, 
that the river at both Cincinnati and Pittsburg is 
rising; also the Allegheney and Monongahela are 
both swelling, and that there will no doubt be a 
coal boat rise sufficient to let all the coal now 
mined out. One report from Pittsburg is that 
there is already at that point ten feet water by the 
pier mark. The general impression among those 
weil informed is that the rise this time will be 
general, and that all the coal mined will bo afloat. 
All the tributaries of the Ohio, between this point 
and Pittsburg, are steadily rising, and we look for 
a good river. 

The Lower Ohio is agaiu rising, and as the differ- 
ent streams emptying into the river below are 
swelling, we look for a sufficient rise in the Lower 
Ohio to allow the largest boats to resume their 
trips. Salt, Green, Cumberland, and Tennessee 
rivers, besides Falling Run and Silver Creek, were 
all rising yesterday. 

The Major Anderson is the regular mail and 
passenger packet for Cincinnati and the East at 
noon to-da 7 . 

The Belle Lee has laid up at Portland for re- 
pairs . 

Pilot Linge and Captain Hooper, of the West 
Wind, learned from a trustworthy source that the 
Prairie State had met with a serious accident. In 
ascending the Missouri, having a lot of Indian 
goods on board, the channel brought her so close 
to the bank, when an immense avalanche of earth 
tumbled on the boat, badly crashing her, and de- 
stroying most of the goods. 

On Wednesday an order was issued by Quarter- 
master Allen, of St. Louis, allowing steamers to 
carry private freight, provided they would not 
charge shippers a larger rate than the government 
paid. Yesterday the order was rescinded and an- 
othpr issued, prohibiting a'l boats, excepting those 
coming from St. Louis, from taking any private 
freight at all. This prevents the regular line of 
Memphis packets, such as the Liberty No. 2, Com- 
mercial, Gen. Anderson and others, as well as the 
Cincinnati and Memphis line, from taking a pouud 
of freight from Cairo to go below. Why this dis- 
ceutinuatioa 13 made we have not learned. Per- 
haps it is a military necessity. 

One hundred new steamers ready, and soon to be 

,eady to leave yacieos porta of the Ohio and tribu- 



taries, to go at once into the service of the public 
at large, and fifty or sixty more to be completed 
and ready for business In Six months mote. One 
hundred and fifty new steamers, a total of about 
fiO, 000 tonnage. The figures are astounding, yet 
the most intelligent of men assert there Will be no 
glut, but business for all. 

Wc are informed that the nannlbal, some weeks 
since sunk above New Orleans, was raised on the 
10th inst. by the iiaVy pump boat Champion, and 
was at Baton Rouge on the 21st. Shjis en route 
to St. Louis for repaira. 

The Tennessee river is reported to have risen 
in the vicinity of Eastport some eleven feet, and 
is still rising fast. There have been heavy rains 
In that section, and boats with cannon, and boats 
with ca-gocs, are now navigating the Tennessee 
As well as the Cumberland. 

The City of Memphis is on the docks at St. Louis 
undergoing repairs. 

The McUombe left the steamer Reindeer agronnd 
at French Island; met the Ella Faber just above; 
met Echo No. 2 at Enterprise, the Huntress at 
Puppy Creek; the Thistle, Mattie Tablcr, Fisher, 
and Beard at Rockport; Mercury at Grand View; 
the Colossus and Nannie at Lewisport; Hetty Gil- 
more at Ilawesville; the Des Arc at Alton; Capitola 
at Blue rivcr^Lady Pike at Knob s Creek; Delaware 
at Hughes' bar; had very heavy rains all the way 
Up, and the river slowly rising from Fmnch Island 
up.
